Deaths and Miraculous Escapes. 

Farr, the Reading engineer, was killed 
He was discovered with one hand 
still on the throttle and the other on the 
brake. His devotion to his Muty had cost 
him his life. : 

There were some miraculous escapes. 

Charles Blue, of Bridgeton, N. J., was 
seated on the rear car of the West Jer- 
sey. After the collision he found himself 
completely turned around, but absolutely 
uninjured, while two children who sat dl- 
rectly in front of him had been crushed to 
ceath. 

In the middle of the same car was a fam- 
ily consisting of man, wife and two chil- 
dren, seated vis-a-vis. a 

The father noted the impending danger 
in time to throw the child in his arms far 
out the window before the collision took 
place. 
and sat there cooing while the rest of the 
family were ground to death. 

Engineer’s Wife Falls Dead. 

When the news ofthe accident reached 
Mrs. Farr, wife of the engineer of the Read- 
ing train, it proved too much for her. 
She threw up her hands and fell, appar- 
ently in a faint, 

A physician was hurriedly summoned, but 
when he arrived he found that she was 
dead.

INSISTS THAT STRICT NEUTRALITY EXISTS 


Spain May Now Butcher as She Sees | 


Fit—Chance of Cuban Recogni- 
tion Weakens. 


Washington, July 30.—The president's 
warning proclamation ‘as to Cuban fili- 
busters is understood to be one of the 
results of Secretary Olney’s recent visit 
to Gray Gables, and is thought to be in 
some measure, at least, the answer of 
the administration to the petitions and 
complaints against Spain’s treatment of 
Americans in Cuba, which continually 
pour in upon the state department. 

Many of these have contained pleas of 
ignorance of the laws under which the 
suspects were arrested and imprisoned, and 
it has apparently been deemed advisable to 
leave American citizens no longer in doubt 
as to the protection they may expect if 
they go so far in their sympathies as to 
violate United States statutes. 

Senor DeLome has persistently tried to 
secure some such statement of the ad- 
ministration’s attitude ever since the bel- 
ligerency resolutions were adopted by con- 
gress, he desiring to offset the ill-effects 
in Spain of the debates in the venate. 

While the United States authorities have 


invariably displayed the activity required 


of them in enforcing the neutrality laws, 
it has been found almost impossible to 
secure any convictions for violations of 
the United States neutrality statutes until 


recently. 

The following proclamation was 
from the state department this afternoon: 
By the president of the United States 
of America—A Proclamation: Whereas, 
By a proclamation dated the 12th day of 
June, A. D., 189%, attention was called 
to the serious civil disturbances accom- 
panied by armed resistange to the es- 
tablished government of Spain then 
prevailing in the islands of Cuba, and 
citizens of the United States and all 
other persons were admonished to ab- 
stain from taking part in sueh disturb- 
ances in contravention of the neutrality 

laws of the United States; and, 

Whereas, Said civil disturbances and 
armed resistance to the authority of 
Spain, a power with which the United 
States are on terms of peace and amity, 
continue to prevail in said islands of 
Cuba; and, 
" Whereas, Since the date of said pro- 
clamation said. neutrality laws of the 
. ed States.have been the subject 
of authoritative exposition by the ju- 
dicial tribunal of last resort, and it 
has thus been declared that any combi- 
nation of persons organized in the 
United States for the purpose of pro- 
ceeding to and making war upon a for- 
eign country with which the United 
States are at peace and provided with 
arms to be used for such purpose con- 
stitutes a “military expedition or en- 
tecprise’’ within the meaning of said 
neutrality laws, and that the providing 
or preparirg of the means for such 
‘military expedition or enterprise,” 
which is expressly prohibited by said 
laws, includes furnishing or aiding in 
transportation for such ‘‘military ex- 
pedition or enterprise, - " and 

Whereas, By expres enactment, if 
two or more perzons slatieel to commit 
an offense against the United States, 
any act of one conspirator to eifect 
the object to such conspiracy renders 
all the conspirators Hable to fine and 
imprisonment: and, 

Whereas, There is reason 
that citizens of the United States and 
others within their jurisdiction fail to 
apprehend the meaning and operation 
of the neutrality laws of the United 
States as authoritatively interpreted as 
aforesaid and may be misicd into par- 
ticipation in transactions which are 
violations of said laws and will render 
them liable to the severe penalties pro- 
vided for such violations, 

Now, therefore, that the laws above 
referred to as judicially construed may 
be duly executed, that the international 
obligations of the United States may 
be fully satisfied, and that their citizens 
and all others within their jurisdiction, 
being seasonably apprised of their legal 
duty in the premises, may abstain from 
disobedience to the laws of the United 
States and theréDy escape the forfeit- 
ures and penalties legally consequent 
thereon; 

I, Grover Cleveland, president of the 
United States, do hereby solemnly warn 
all citizens of the United States and all 
others within their jurisdiction against 
violations of the said laws interpreted 
2s hereinbefore explained, and give 
notice that all such violations will be 
vigorously prosecuted. And I do hereby 
invoke the co-operation of all good cit- 
izens in the enforcement of said laws 
and ihn the detection and apprehension 
of any offenders agafnst the same, and 
do hereby enjoin upon all the executive 
ofiicers of the United States the utmost 
diligence in preventing, prosecuting and 
punishing any iniractions thereof. 

In testimony whereof, I have hereunto 
set my hana and caused the seal of the 
United States to be affixed.

New Orleans, La., July wW.—(Special.)—

| KILLED SHOOTING THE CHUYS2S. 
Two Young Men and a Young Lady 
Meet a Tragic Death. 

Knoxville, Tenn., July 30.--(Special.)— 
A fatal accident occurred at Lake Ottos- 
gee at 4 o'clock this afternoon in which 
Walter Wright, age seventeen; Charles 
Perry, aged twenty-one, and Miss Carrle 
Phibbs, all of Knoxville, were killed, and 
Miss Mary Forester, of Alabama, was 
seriously and perhaps fatally injured.

London, July 30.—The unofficial report 
circulated last evening to the effect that 
Sir Matthew White Ridley, the home sec- 
retary, had ordefed that Dr. Jameson and 
the other pr’soners who were sentenced to 
various terms of imprisonment for the 
part they took in the Transvaal raid, 
should be treated as first-class misdenrean- 
ants, turns out to have been incorrect.

POPULISTS TO MEET 


Ribb County Will Have a Convention 
Tomorrow. 


DELEGATES TO CONVENTIONS 


Resolutions Will Be Introduced In- 
dorsing Bryan and Watson. 
Some Interviews. 


Macon, Ga., July 30.—(Special.)\—The pop- 
plists of Bibb county will hold a mass 
meeting next Saturday at the courthouse 
for the purpose of electing delegates to the 
state, congressional and sedaatorial cQgn- 
ventions. 

Resolutions will be introduced indorsing 
Bryan and Watson and they will pass 
practically without opposition. So far as 
the populists of Bibb have been heard to 
express themselves they favor Bryan and 
Watson. They are prepared to enthusias- 
tically support the democratic nominee for 
president. It is expected that Colonel A. 
A. Murphey, of Barnesville, will be pres- 
ent and deliver an address. Dr. W. P. 
Glover, of Bibb, is also expected to deliv- 
er en address. Messrs. Murphey and Glover 
represented the sixth district at the St. 
Louis populist convention, 

Mr. W. A. Poe, a member of the Macon 
bar, and a leading populist, thus expresses 
himself on the situation and suggests a 
plan by which Sewall and Watson can 
both be voted for: 

“I believe the populist indorsement of 
Mr. Bryan will secure his election if the 
democratic party will: meet it with a 
proper spirit of concillation. Abuse of 
populists or their representative conven- 
tion will not secure the election of Mr. 
Bryan, which all patriotic men of either 
party dévoutly wish for. I would like to 
be informed why the populists may not 
vote for Mr. Watson for vice president 
and Mr. Bryan for president, thereby se- 
curing the head of the ticket two votes? 
Why cannot both parties vote for the same 
electors only changing the heading of the 
ticket, one being national democratic tick- 
et, the other national people’s party ticket? 
When the electors meet in their respective 
states and vote by ballot for president 
and vice president, let their vote be gov- 
erned by the majority of the vote polled 
by the people—Bryan and Sewall, or Bryan 
and Watson. It may result in the election 
of Populist Watson. Let us get together 
and stop this wrangling. There is too 
much at stake for party dispute. The 
ponplists have done all that patriotism 
could demand. A generous opponent would 
not expect us to annihilate our party.” 


What Sibley Says. 

The Constitution’s correspondent had 38 
talk with Mr. John Sibley, of Tifton, as he 
was en route from the St. Louis convention 
to receive the nomination of the populist 
party for congressman from the second 
district, which was bestowed upon him yes- 
terday. 

He hopes that Sewall will withdraw from 
the ticket, so that all democrats can unite 
vn Bryan and Watson. In the event, how- 
ever, that Sewall does not retire, he trusts 
that the democrats and populists will agree 
to a division of the electoral vote. He 
thinks that this agreement can be reacheg 
on a basis of congressmen elected, or in 
propertion to the number of votes cast in 
the states by democrats and by populists. 
His idea is if eleven democratic congress- 
men are elected in Georgia, then eleven 
electoral votes should be cast for Bryan and 
Sewall and four for Bryan and Watson. 
Mr. Sibley thinks if the democrats do not 
agree to some division of the electoral vote, 
that the populist national committee will 
substitute some one in Bryan’s place. Mr. 
Sibley says he observes with great pleasure 
that many of the leading papers of the 
north and south speak of Mr. Watson in 
very complimentary terms. Mr. Sibley is 
an ardent populist. He strongly believes 
in the principles of his party and predicts 
the sweeping victory of silver in this cam- 
paign. Mr. Sibley represented Cobb county 
in the alliance legislature of 1890-91, and 
ran for congress in the seventh district as 
a populist in 1892. Mr. Sibley has since re- 
moved to the second district, where he is an 
exténsive grower of fruit.

_Colonel Ed L. Wight, of Albany, -passed 
through Macon today en route home from 
Lithia Springs, where he has been recuper- 
ating from his arduous duties as manager 
of the campaign for Judge James Griggs in 
the second district for the democratic nomi- 
nation for congress, which resulted in the 
victory of Judge Griggs at the recent pri- 
maries. Colonel Wight is a brilliant cam- 
paigner, and he has been highly congratu- 
lated on the able and effective manner he 
managed the contest for Judge Griggs.

Though regarded somewhat in the light 
‘of heroes by many of the English peo- 
ple, who saw inthe raid upon the Dutch 
republic nothing but a coveted extension 
of English jurisdiction, the prisoners 
were divested of this halo in the court- 
room and treated as ordinary prisoners 
at the bar. 

Though Dr. Jameson and his men are 
made to bear the full weight of respon- 
sibility for this raid upon the Dutch in 
South Africa, there is little reason to 
doubt that Cecil Rhodes had something 
to do with the affair. On account of the 
ignominious failure in which the en- 
terprise ended, he preferred to cover his 
tracks. But had the raid met with the 
success contemplated, Rhodes would 
have duly insisted upon his share of 
the honor. As the affair has turned out, 
however, he does not care to be Known 
in the transaction, and in order to es- 
eape disgrace he has found it necessary 
to summon to his rescue the protection 
of his prineely millions. 

From now on the Dutch will no doubt 
be permitted to enjoy themselves with- 
out interference from the English in 
South Africa.

It will be some relief to the suffering 
public to learn that the members of the 
International Socialist Trades Congress

_ Upon turning to the interviews re- 
ferred to, the reader will be surprised to 
find that contrary to the comment of 
The World, the gentlemen quoted look 
with gratification upon the seemingly 
assured cuccess of the silver cause in 
the United States. Instead of lookin: 
upon the movement with suspicion, they 
regard it with hope. Rt. . Hon. 
Henry Chaplin, member of the British 


cabinet, believes that independent coin- |

age of silver in the United States “would 

inevitably reduce the present wide dis- 
parity between the metals, and to-that 
extent would lessen one of the chief dif- 
ficulties in the way of an internafional 
agreement.” Having this fact in view, 
Mr. Chaplin déclares that he is “of the 
opinion that an international agreement 
would be helped rather than hindered by 
free coinage.” 

The next gentlemam quoted is Dr. Otto 
Arendt, the best informed German pub- 
licist on this subject. He looks upon the 
continuance of the “present unhealthy 
condition of things” as calculated to 
“grow worse. Further gold loans will 
be needed, the credit of the United 
States will be shaken, European capital 
will be withdrawn, and a wide-spread 
crisis will be the consequence.” He re- 
gards the presence in the white house of 
a president truly devoted to the cause 
of the remonetization of silver as a great 
influence in forcing Europe to take ac- 
tion in the inatter, in which she is now 
dilatory. He is satified that should 
the silver convention win in the elec- 
tions in the United States, the Wall 
Street goldbugs “would take the next 
steamer to Europe and would move 
heaven and earth to induce European 
governments to ddopt  bimetallism.” 
Seeing the “intimate relations of! la 
Raute finances with the governments of 
the world does by no means mean that 
the goldbugs will sueceed with the help 
of their European colleagues, for Europe 
has ever to avoid a financial breach with 
the United States.” From this it will 
be seen that Dr. Arendt regards the 
necessity which would force American 
goldbugs to become the active agents of 
bringing about an international agree- 
ment as imperative and sure of results, 

The opinion of Dr. Arendt is fol- 
lowed by that of Von Kardorff-Wabnitz, 
member of the German reichstag. In 
his opinion the free coinage of silver in 
the United States would “benefit the pro- 
ducing classes of the whole world and 
would convince large traders and cap- 
italists that fluctuations in the ratio of 
gold and silver may .have unfavorable 
consequences for them also, and that a 
fixed ratio between the two precious 
metals is a necessity for the world’s 
commerce.” Such a step taken by the 
United States would, in his opinion, “in- 
duce France and Russia to follow, and 
even if Germany and England did not 
immediately adopt the same monetary 
system, they would, nevertheless, be 
ready to enter into binding engagements 
to buy up their own silver produce in 
order to relieve the American silver mar- 
ket of the pressure of foreign metal. All 
this,” this distinguished writer says, 
“could only promote the cause of inter- 
national bimetallism, of which I am a 
partisan. I believe that the credit of 
the United States would be improved, 
not impaired,” by independent remoneti- 
zation, whereas, he says, “the mainte- 
nance of the present system would neces- 
sitate continuous and heavy loans of 
gold, and must ultimately lead to a gold 
premium,” 

In an openion M. Kdouard Fougeirol, 
president of the bimetallic league, and 
prominent in all commercial movements 
in France, says that while as a I’rench- 
man he would advocate the ratio of 15%, 
to 1 instead of 16 to 1, he considers “that 
the return to the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver even without any inter- 
vention on the part of Europe would 
have a decisive influence for the ultimate 
success of international bimetallism.”’ 
Ife does not think that the position of 
the British bankers, as contra-distin- 
guished from the English government, 
should be permitted to stand in the way, 
and regards the remonetization of silver 
in the United States as the great lever 
in making it international. “To be 
brief.” he says, “I am of the opinion that 
the free and unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver in the United States at 16 to 1 with- 
out the participation of Europe will help 
international bimetallism.” 

From the above’ liberal quqotations, 
giving the full views of the gentlemen 
who were interviewed by The New York 
World. it will be seen how desperate is 
the cause which could twist them into 
opposition to the independent , cdinag

The meeting of the United States League 
cf Building and Loan Associations in Phil- 
adelphia a few days ago calls attention to 
the marvelous growth of these associations 
daring the last few years. At the present 
time there are no less than 5,860 building 
and loan associations, ‘with 1.655,456 share- 
holders and $496,928,405 assets. The yearly 
income of these associations is estimated 
at $200,000,000. Fifty years ago @ building 
and loan association was regarded with 
distrust and there were few so venturesome 
as to purchase stock. Today there are 
millions of homes in this country which 
could never have been built without: the 
money furnished by these associations, 
There are state leagues in most of the 
states and a United States league to which 
the various state organizations send dele- 
gates. It was the latter which recently 
met in Philadelphia,

Those figures were certainly enougn 
to astonish anyone, unless it should be an 
astronomer, Professor Ball has long since 
passed the point where he expresses sur- 
prise at a string of figures which repre- 
sent even billions of miies. Instead of 
falling stunned at the thread man’s feet, 
he paralyzed the manufacturer Of cotton 
filaments by telling him that if ali the 
factories in Lancashire should work day 
and night, producing 155,000,000 miles of 
thread every twelve hours, it would take 
them 200 years to spin a thread long enough 
to reach from the earth to the nearest of 
the fixed stars!

quarters in the Kimball house. Chairman 
Tom Watson is represented here by Proxy 
in the Office of his paper at Forsyth and 
West Mitchell streets. ‘“‘Boss” Buck 1s 
running the republican party -from his 
office in the Grant building, at Marietta 
and Broad. 

Of course the democrats expect to carry 
the state by a large majority. The popu- 
fists have not put out their state ticket and 
seem to be at sea for a nominee for gov- 
ernor. A merry fight 1s on among the re- 
publicans and it is not at all certain that 
they will have a ticket out for statehouse 
Officers. They have a ‘lily white’ elec- 
toral ticket affleat, but it is not regarded 
with much concern by the other parties. 

in 1892 Cleveland received in Georgia 
2 361 votes; Harrison got 48,305 and Weav- 
er, 42,937. So the democrats beat both the 
republicans and populists combined 38,000 
votes.

How to carry the state is now the burn- 
jing question. The democrats are regularly 
at at work getting their forces organ‘zed. 
The republicans have had so much quarrel- 
ing among themselves that they are badly 
divided. As yet the populists have not 
gone actively to work. After their con- 
yention next week they will probably get 
rooms nearer the heart of the city and 
establish their campaign manager in them. 
Who that will be is a question. John Cun- 
ningham, who ran the campaign two years 
azo, has s@d that he will not handle it 
again. Maybe Judge J. K. Hines will be 
prevailed upon to undertake it, unless he is 
nominated for governor. Both places are 
empty honors at most, with plenty of work 
for three months. 

Upon the chairman of a political party 
devolves in a campaign the responsibility 
for the size of his party’s vote in a large 
measure. He has to see that speakers are 
provided for mectings, that 
raised and that the distribution is proper;

~ MANGLED BY AN ENGINE. 


Officer at the Barracks Instantly 
Killed Last Night by the Central 
Hour Train. 


Mike Warren, an officer of the United 
States army, met with a horrible death be- 
neath the wheels of a Central road engine 
at the barracks at 11 o’clock last night. 

The train had just left the station a 

few yards behind, when Engineer Don 
Wal! saw a soldier standing upon the 
track. The engineer blew his whistle and 
applied the air brake’. but the weight of 
the train and the speed at which it was 
funning made it impossible to stop before 
the man was struck. 
‘ The man was dead when he was found. 
His body was fearfully mangled and it 
was impossible to recognize him, except by 
his uniform. His head was crushed and 
nrashed, his body cut in two and an arm 
and limb severed from the body by the 
wheels. 

A number of comrades have identified 
the officer by the stripes and company 
An inquest will probably be 
held this morning, and the body will be 
interred tomorrow in the national ceme- 
tery af Marietta with a military funeral.

Warren was a member, will doubtless par- 
ticipate in the funeral exercises. 

Sergeant Warren was about forty years 
old and was an officer of Company E, 
which he joined five years ago in Montana. 
He followed his company to Texas, then to 
St. Augustine, then to Mobile and reached 
Atlanta about eighteen months ago. He 
was a popular mrember of the company. 
Before enlisting in the service he studied 
civil engineering and complefed his col- 
lege coursé, but gave up his chosen pro- 


‘ fession to become a soldier in the United 


States army. 

When the accident occurred, Sergeant 
Warren was walking down the tracks of 
the Central railroad with several other 
members of this company. All save he 
steppeed aside when the engine approach- 
ed. 

It is claimed by his comrades that War- 
ren was not drinking and would have 
escaped had his foot not heen caught 
in the switch. They say he was entangled 
in the frogs between the two tracks, and 
as they watched the engine swiftly ap- 
proach they saw him struggling to free 
himself.

Candidates for Councilmen and Alder- 
men Only Will Be Suggested.

A new departure has been taken in the 
methods of selecting candidates for city 
Offices. 

For the first time in the history of At- 
lanta one man has been given authority 
to name a committee to select candidates 
for members of common council. 

Mr. I. B. Neal, president of the Neal | 
Loan and Banking Company, has appoint- 
ed a committee of forty citizens to name 
candidates for aldermen and council in 
the coming election. The committee con- 
Sists of five from each ward, except the 
Seventh, and seven at large. The seventh 
ward has a representation of three mem- 
bers on the committee. 

The authority to appoint such a commit- 
tee was conferred of Mr. Neal at a mect- 
ing of citizens held at the Imperial the- 
ater, on Decatur street, yesterday morning, 
Which meeting was called the day before. 
He, as chairman of the meeting, was re- 
questec to name the committee to select 
candidates for a ticket which its promoters 
announce is intended to be non-partisan 
and unindentified with any element in 
city politics.

360.000 ON HIS LIFE 


sudden Death of Dr. Poore, of Monroe, 
Causcs a Sensation. 


POLICIES MAY NOT BE PAID 


Insurance Men A:# Investigating the 


Circumstances oi Iilis Death. 


ESTATE LEFT TO HIS BROTHER AND MOTHER 


Case Has Attracted Universal Interest 
and the Result Will Be Watched 
by All Insurance Companies. 


The sudden death of Dr. John J. Poore 
in Monroe, Ga., last week, coupled with 
the fati that he carried life insurance to 
the amount of $50,000, has caused a great 
deal of comment in insurance circles 
throughout the entire country. 

Dr. Poore, who was a physician in the 
littie village, was a man of moderate 
means and made no display of wealth, tut 
in spite of his humble position in life, he 
is said to have carried $00,000 of life .nsur- 
ance. 

‘Last week, when he died very sucdenly, 
the insurance companies in which he was 
insured at once began an investigation, 
and for several days a secret scrvice man 
in the employ of the Mutual Reserve Fund 
Life Association has been in Monroe in 
the interest of his company. Other in- 
surance men have visited the :ittle village 
and made inquiry into the details cf the 
death of Dr. Poore, and a searching in- 
vestigation has been begun, 

Dr. Poore was ill only a few hours, and 
his death was very sudden and unexpected. 
Previous to his short illness he seemed to 
be in the best of health, and each time he 
had applied for insurance, the physician 
of the company recommended hin) as an 
exceedingly good risk. His drath cauged 
much comment in Monroe, and many ru- 
mors are afloat as to the causes of his 
sudden demise. 

Theory after theory has been volurteerety 
by the citizens of the town, and the cir- 
cumstances are the one topic of conversa- 
tion. The physician who attended Dr. 
Poore just before he died has signed a cer- 
tificate alleging that death was the re- 
suit of heart rheumatism. But he people 
are not satisfied, and it is openly stated 


that his death was due tO something else. 
Some say he committed suicide; others 


lows: Mutual Reserve Fund Association, 
$20,000; Fidelity Mutual, $10,000; Washing- 
ton Life, $10,000, and Atlanta Mutual, %.000. 
Just before he died a policy of $5,000 is 
said to have lapsed through a mistake on 
the part of Dr. Poore, as he did not think 
the day had arrived for the payment of 
his premiums. 

Among his personal papers it said a note 
was found after his death naming his 
brother, Dr. O. §. Poore, as the principal 
beneticiary. The sum of $5,000 was left his 
mother. All the policies were made paya- 
ble to him or his estate. 

An Investigation Will Be Made. 

Though no statement has Deen made by 
the insurance companies in which the 
risks were carried, it is known an investi- 
gation of the circumstances of the death 
of Dr. Poore will be made by those at 
interest. ' 

The insurdnce companies will quietly ex- 
amine into the cause of the sudden death, 
and will be prepared to correctly solve 
the problem by the time the death proofs 
have been fillea out and forwarded to head- 
quarters. 

_ The case is probably without a parallel 
in the south and the attention of the 
entire insurance world has been attracted, 
It is something very unusual that as much 
as $50,000 1s carried by an individual and 
this class of insurance is always limited 
to capitalists and millicnaires.

Dr. Poore was not a Capitalist, not even 
a man of ordinary wealth, it is said, and 
his humble life and scanty income ap- 
pears to be entirely contradictory to the 
figures in the insurance policies in which 
he had invested. As he gradually increas- 
ed his insurance from $16,000, the ine 
surance men marveled at his conduct, but 
as he was considered to be an extraordi- 
wary good risk, they wrote out the insur- 
unce and. said nothing about their wonder 
and surprise.

Gers based upon the bad crop accounts 
from the Mississippi valley. These ac- 
counts are almost incredible did they not 
come from merchants of high standing and 
indicate a condition of the crop which 
Would feduce the vield below the actual 
consumption requirements unless some 
chanze for the better occurs before Icné. 
Tocally the trade is loath to believe t!.ese 
reports and cotton has been freely sold by 
holders this morning upon the. belief that 
@ reaction from this sharp advance is due. 
This is not at all unusual at the commence- 
ment of an advance due to bad crop ad- 
vices. The situation is, however, peculiar 
in that there is little if any speculative 
long interest. the trade being generally 
short of shipments to European spinners, 
and do not kno whether to cover their 
engagements or to wait for better crop 
accounts. Heavy realizing for local opera- 
tors who look for a reaction from this ad- 
vance caused the market to close barely 
steady at 5 to 6 points advance from yester- 
day. This reaction will, it is thought, 
bring a lower Liverpool market tomorrow, 
though the evidence of crop damage is 
commutative and now not at all uncertain. 
The local feeling is bearish.’’¢

Stock Speculation Not So Active, but 
the Close Was Higher. 

New York, July 30.—The stock market was 
the sales footing up oniy 16,- 
473 shares, of which 60,100 shares were Sugar 
and 27,900 St. Paul. No other stock on the 
list figured for as much as 9,000 shares. At 
the opening speculation was characterized 
by firmness, owing to higher cables from 
London and the execution of buying orders 
for foreign account in St. Paul and Louis« 
vile and Nashville. The purchases for 
London were estimated at 10,000 shares, of 
which about one-half consisted of St. Paul. 
Local traders also took a more cheerful 
view of the situation, and bought moderate- 
ly of the Grangers, Industrials and south- 
westerns. As a result prices quickly ad- 
vanced 4%@% per cent. After midday 
speculation became dull and featureless, 
and the changes for nearly an hour were 
confined to the merest fractions. Later, 
Manhattan was taken in hand by the bear 
contingent and the price forced down to 
87144, against 88% at the close yesterday. 
The decline was accompanicd by rumors 
that the report for the June quarter would 
make a very poor showing. It is under- 
stood that the ctatement will not be filed 
at Albany until the middle of August. The 
heaviness of the stock led to sales of the 
other prominent issues, notably Sugar, 
Leather preferred and the Grangers. These 
issues lost 1% to 14% per cent, and were quite 
weak for a time. Toward the close, how- 
ever, there was a decided change for the 
better, and under covering of shorts the 
market improved materially. Sugar led the 
upward movement, rising 2's per cent to 
10353. The Grangers .rose %@1'%% per cent, 
and the Industrials, Manhattan and the 
Internationals 14%4.@1% per cent. Speculation 
closed firm in tone. Net changes showed 
gains of 4@214 per cent, Sugar, Chicago Gas 
and Rock Island leading. In the inactive 
stocks Brooklyn Union Gas advanced 214 to 
81, Lake Shore 1 to 142 and Pullman 2 10 
145. There was little news afloat to affect 
the market, and the dealings were devo'd 
of excitement. Bear traders, however, 
were disposed to reduce their lines, and the 
improvement, especially at the close, was 
due to their purchases.

How a Mississippi Candidate Was 
Four Times Defeated. 


No candidate ever came nearer the 
Unite States senatorship and lost than 
Mr. Walter Denegre, of Louisiana, who 
was defeated for that position by ex-Gov- 
ernor S. D. McEnery. Mr. Denegre was 
an independent democratic candidate, sup- 
ported. by those who demanded a new and 
honést election law, a constitutional con- 
vention and a reform in existing abuses. 
Starting with thirty votes for senator, he 
reached sixty votes on May 26th. The elec- 
tion of senator was expected on the next 
day, and it seemed certain that Mr. Dene- 
gra would win, and three times on that 
day he was within an inch of election, ac- 
cording to Harper's Weekly. 

It required sixty-seven votes to ciect. 
»Mr. Denegre got sixty-six votes. His 
sixty-seventh man, Representative Fauria, 
of St. Tammany, who wanted to vote for 
him, was a little late, but ought to have 
reached the statehouse in time. ‘he oppe- 
sition, however, put every obstacle in his 
way, obstructed the entrance to the as- 
sembly hall, and Fauria got there just 
too late to vote, Just before the vote was 
announced Representative Trosctair, of 
Lafourche, changed to Denegree, giving 
him a majority, but the speaker failed to 
eatch his eye or to hear him, ard the re- 
sult was announced as only sivty-six votes 
for Deneerc. 

A second ballot was demanded, when 
Denegre was assured of seventy-two votes, 
but the lieutenant governor, who was hos- 
tile to him, withdrew the senate, under 
a ruling which was afterward shown to 
be erroneous.

As taxpayers Ue 
women feel that they are being imposed on 
in being denied the right to vote, and they 
expect in the coming campaign to show the 
injustice of the condition of affairs in a way 
that they have never done before, 

Several years ago Mrs. Susan Bb, Anthony, 
of New York, cast a ballot for a presidential 
candidate, and the authorities threatened 
her with imprisonment for violating the 
law, but the punishment was never inilictead, 
and the Georgia women want to follow in 
Mrs. Anthony's footsteps, believing that at 
least no harm can come from an effort to 
cast their Votes for the democratic candi- 
cate. 

Mrs. McLendon claims that the 
woman's suffrage is growing in 
favor in this state, and that the next effort 
befere the Gecrgia legislature may result 
successfully. 

She claims that the success of the system 
in Wyoming, Colorado and Utah has been 
such as to strengthen the cause everywhere. 
A good many foreign countries have given 
the women the right to vote, and their 
governments have been conducted in better 
shape than ever before, it is claimed. 

The three women members of the 
rado legislature have made first-class law- 
makers, and the members of the Atlanta 
Suffragists’ Association claim that women 
are much more appreciated in Colorado 
than in any other state. Mrs. McLendon 
attributes this to the fact that they have 
been given a fair trial and have not been 
found wanting.

Viting all Georgia women, and men, too, for 
that matter, if they are sympathetic, to ally 
themselves with the Georgia Woman Suf- 
frage Association, shows how the oflicers 

the association regard their deprivation 

the privileges of a free ballot. It reads 
follows: 

All persons, of either sex, who admit 
the justice of women’s demand to be 
raised above the political level of minors, 
lunatics, idiots, felons and traitors, with 
whom they are classed hy the constitu- 
tion of Georgia, are cordially invited to 
become members of the Georgia Woman 
Suffrage Association. The youth eout- 
grows at twenty-one his political disabil- 
ities; the lunatic may be restored to 
reason; the alien naturalized: the felon, 
however low his crime, pardoned and 
restored to his full rights as a sovereign 
voter; but the one unpardonable crime 
under the constitution of Georgia is the 
crime of being born a woman. 

The effort of the Georgia women to have 
the laws which discriminate against them 
changed will be watched with interest. ~

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Tho Old Black Mammy of Ante-Bel- 
lum Days. 
From The New Orleans Picayune. 

The older generation of negro women 
who were brought up before the war had 
the advantage of close association with gen- 
tle and refined ladies. Essentially imitative 
is, they copied the man- 
and the graces of the people they 
served, and many an old black mammy 
has the manners of a grande dame, many 
an old uncle the courtly grace of a Chester- 
field. The young negroes have had no such 
opportunities, and would not have used 
them if they had, They have chosen to 
imitate the worst class of whites, and it 
is as if one saw a vulgar picture ineffably 
seasoned by being reproduced in glaring 
that emphasized in every unlovely 
detail. They believe liberty is license, and 
do not know that reverenee and respect are 
that adorn the highest station. 

One of the saddest features of this pass- 
ing away of the old-fashioned negroes is 
the loss of that negro mammy. In every 
southern home she was@ figure unique in 
culiar love and. {ijiderness that sur- 
rounded her. In her gtrong arms every 
white baby was first laid, with the cer, 
tainty that nothing amiss could befall it 
there. On her broad breast childish 
rows sobbed themselves out, and broken 
baby hearts were mended by the magic of 
mammy’s touch. Her hands guided the 
first faltering step, her tongue first opened 
the doors of romance and marvels; her 
voice, deep, soft, mellow and sweet as the 
voice of love, croned the lullabies that lie 
on the threshhold of hush-a-by-land. The 
passing years but strengthened the ties that 
bound the black mammy and her white 
children. It was her province to watch 
over their growth, and her “Mind 
manners!’ was a stern admonition no well- 
bred southern child dared disregard. She 
packed the trunk of the boy about to start 
college: the suitors who 
came a-wooing and passed judgment, often 
as shrewd unconventional, upon them; 
she pinned the. veil over the face of the 
bride, and gave sage advice on the best 
way to manage husbands to her “baby” 
about to embark on the uncertain sea of 
matrimony. In every event of life, joy and 
sorrow, mammy’s faithful heart beat like 
the echo of her white folks. 

Did sickness come, what hand so tender 
on the aching brow, What watching so un- 
wearied as mammy’s? Who so wise in the 
knowledge of herbs and simples? What 
broth had ever such a flavor as that made 
by her skillful hand? And when death 
kissed the eyelids down it was mammy’s 
loving hands that did the last sad offices 
for the dead and robed them for their 
burial. She folded lilies in the pulseless 
hards and she and her mistress, white 
mother and black mammy, who had both 
known the passion and the pain of mother- 
hood, who had both lost the child that had 
their breasts,’ walked hand in 
hand behind the tiny coffin to’ the little 
graveyard in the corner of the garden. 
Afterwards, when the sweet ground myrtle 
had hidden the mound with living green, 
it was mammy who would go in the quiet 
dusk of summer evenings and bring her 
mistress away from that hallowed spot. 

Truth, loyalty, devotion, knightly quali- 
ties were stamped in every line of mammy’s 
fine old face and made it beautiful. Some- 
times misfortune befell her white people, 
but mammy’s love never faltered. The war 
came and set her free. Mammy stayed on. 
She scorned new people and would not 
leave her own. Shrined in the unwritten 
history of a thousand southern homes is 
the story of the faithful devotion of some 
old negro woman who remained and served 
for love the people too poor to pay her wages 
Sometimes she turned tO account her tali- 
ent for cooking or nursing, and: with the 
money thus made she educated the chil- 
dren of her former mistress, and gave them 
a start in life. If anything could justify 
Slavery it was this mutual love and tender- 
ness that existed between the black mam- 
mies and their white ‘‘chillen,’’ 

So few, so few are the white: children 
now who are privileged to know the spoil- 
ing and correction and chiding of a black 
mammy, who listen to the tales of “Brer 
tabbit” and the “Tar Baby” from the in- 
spired lips that embroider the tale to suit 
the occasion, who miss the delicious terror 
of having th “ir souls scared out of them 
by tales of witches and “‘hants,” Unfor- 
tunate little people, who kaow nothing of 
a colored nurse except somebody who jerks 
the little arms out of the soeket and stands 
the baby perambulator in the glaring sun, 
while she examines Millinery in a shop 
window or flirts with a “ctllud gemmun’”’ 
in tan shoes and hand-medown clothes, 
who, too, has embraced the profession of 
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loafing for a livelihood. 

Soon the last bandana heiddress will be 
gone from the streets. The merchants will 
have no more cause tO dispay guinea-blue 
calico, for imitation French millinery will 
crown every colored Woman’s head, and 
raggea@ finery clothe her boly. Dinah no 
longer will wheel the baby carriage, She 
has taken a step forward, 01 backward, in 
the process of evolution. The house is un- 
swept, the food uncooked, the dusky picka- 
ninny eprawls unheeded actoss the cabin 
door, for the new colored woman has got 
a bicycle and is making a sjin up the ave- 
nue, instead of spinning at lome. But we 
who knew what it was to be twocked to slee 
in the loving arms of a blackmammy, leak 
hack sorrowfully and mourn the vanished 
grace af a day that is dead, ind regret the 
evolution that - ee tothe front the

“The advantage of the solar engine,”

Asheville, N. C., July 30.—(Special.)—This

federate Veterans and for confederate vet- 
erans in Asheville. The occasion was a 
barbecue tendered to Camp Johnston 
Pettigraw, Sons of Confederate Veterans 
and to a number of distinguished guests 
by Mr. E. P. McKissick. 

Camp Johnston Pettigrew was orgahiz§d 
about two months ago by a number of

young men of Buncombe county, whose 
fathers had fought under the flag of tne 
southern confederacy. They were actu- 
ated by the same spirit that prompted the 
organization of the United Confederate 
Veterans” Un June 15th of this year the 
organization was perfected at a meeting 
held at the Battery Park hotel, and at 
that time the following officers were 
elected: 

Commander, E. P. McKissick; first 
lidutenant commander, W. E. Breese, Jr., 
second lieufenant commander, C. IF. Ray, 
adjutant, Mare Erwin; surgeon, Go 
Jordan; quartermaster, J. E. Gudger; sec- 
retary, J. E. Dickerson; treasurer, 5. ‘Ee 
Dorsett: color sergeant, J. P. Goodson; 
historian, Hayward Parker; chaplain, Rev. 
G. F. Kirby. 

The camp was named in honor of Gen- 
eral J. Johnston Pettigrew, a native of 
this state and a first honor graduate of 
the State university in the class with Sen- 
ator Ransom. General Pettigrew’s conduct 
on every battlefield, and espectally At Get- 
tysburg, ranked him among the bravest 
of the brave, and as one of the ablest 
officers in the army. He was killed at 
Falling Water, at the head of his division. 

Camp Johnston Pettigrew has the largest 
membership of any camp in the south, i192 
being the total number of sons of veterans 
who have enrolled themselves as mem- 
bers. It holds bi-monthly meetings and is 
prosperous in every way. 

During the recent reunion at Richmond 
Camp Johnston Pettigrew sent a delera- 
tion of twenty-one members in eharge 
of its commander. At Richmond they par- 
ticipated in the general organization of the 
United Sons of Confederate Veterans, and 
the. other exercises. 

In order to stimulate’ the esprit’ du 
corps and to show his appreciation of the 
compliment the camp had paid him in 
making hfifh commander, Mr. McKissicx, 
who is known as the proprietor of the 
Battcry Park hotel, gave the camp the 
barbecue today. 

In addition to the members. of the camp 
there was a large number of confederate 
veterans present as especially invited 
guests, The special features of the bar- 
becue were tlre speeches .of Mr, Yates 
Snowden, of Charleston, and Mr. T. R. R. 
Cobb, of Atlanta, supplemented by a very 
interesting address by Judge Charles E. 
Fenner, of New Orleans, commander of 
the celebrated Fenner Battery of Louisiana. 
Other addresses were made during the 
day and many historical anecdotes and 
reminiscences were related by the vete- 
rans. 

At 10:30 o’clock this morning the camp 
met at the Battery Park hotel and march- 
ed to the square. From thts place the mem- 
bers went on the electric road to Lookout 
Mountain park, where the speaking. and

Lookout Mountain park is one of the 
most attractive spots around Asheville. It 
is situated in the mountain overlooking the 
Queen City of the Skies, while the eyé 
catches a glimpse of Vanderbilt’s beauti- 
ful chateau, and further on in the dis- 
tance Mt. Fisgah rears its gigantic brow 
high up in the heavens. It overlooks the 
old breastworks which were manned by 
the batteries of Porier, of Munro, of Me- 
Beth and of Boyce. It was an ideal spot 
for a reunion of this kind. 

The camp assembled in the enracious 
pavilion and was called to order by the 
eommander. After prayer by Rev. G. F. 
Kirby, chaplain of the camp, Mr. McKis- 
sick welcomed the veterans and other in. 
vited guests and then introduced Mr. 
Yates Snowden, of Charleston, 8. C., editor 
of The Charleston Sunday News, and one 
of the editors of The News and Courier. 

Mr, Snowden'’s speech was a stirring ap- 
peal for the perpetuation of confederate 
memories and the preservation of all that 
was noble in the old south. He cited that 
pregnant and striking remark of William 
Gilmore Simms made just after the war: 
‘After the conquest of arms comes the 
conquest of opinion.’’ 

On the tomb, he said, of Albert Sydney 


Johnson and Beauregard, at New Orléans, 


is graven the proud legend: “They love 
their land because ft is their own and 
scorn to give aught other reason why." 
That was sufficient arewer for the con- 
federate soldier to make when taunted with

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the utter failure of the sduth to establish 


indépendence, but it Would not do for 
sons of veterans, who‘had grown up and 
been educated, many Of them, alas half 
educated under different social and civil 
environments and conditions from their 
fathers, to make such @ reply. They must 
be able to give a reason for their faith 
which animated their fathérs, 

Mr. Snowden then rapidly sketched the 
life of General Joseph Johnston Petti- 
grew, telling of the marvelous heroism, of 
his removing to Charlotte and his ‘dentt- 
‘fication with the social and political life of 
‘the people, of his travels in Europe, of 
his intimate connection with the beginnings 
of the war and of his command of the very 
first invasion of federal soil; the capture of 
Cistle Pinckney, of his splendid fight, 
wounds and capture at Seven Pines, of his 
splendid charge at Gettysburg, for which 
Pickett has been’ given all the glory, 
though Pettigrew’s brigade lost more than 
two-thirds of the rank and file, and finally 
of t#® lamentable death of Pettigrew at 
Falling Water. 

After Mr. Snowden had concluded Judge 
Charles E. Fenner was introduced and de- 
livered an exceedingly interesting address, 
which Was applauded frequently and cheer- 
ed to the echo. 

The barbecue was served in the old-time 
southern style and was the best of its 
kind seen in this section since the war. The 
meats were cooked by William Galeman, 
of Union, 8. C., who vies with Sheriff Callo- 
way, of Atlanta, in his ability in cooking a 
barbecue. 

While the dinner was in progress Mr. T. 
R. R. Cobb, of Atlanta, arrived, being 
escorted by a committee from Camp Petti- 
grew. He arrived on a delayed train from 
Orangeburg, 8S. C., where he had gone t 
deliver an address in behalf of Bryan and 
Sewall. 

When the feast had beén concluded Mr, 
Cobb was introduced by W. W. West, for- 
merly a soldier “1 Cobb’s Legion, amid 
tumultuous applause. His reputation as an 
orator had preceded him, having captured 
his audience at the initial meeting of the 
fons of Confederate Veterans at Richmond. 
Mr. Cobb’s speech was one of the finest 
ever heard in this section of the country. 

The most noteworthy incident of the day 
was when four members of the camp, 
Gene Cunningham, A. F. McKissick, of 
Alabama: S. F. Dorsett and E. P. McKis- 
sick, grabbed Tom Cobb and put him on 
their shoulders, carrying him a quarter of 
a mile mid tumultuous cheers among the 
audience, while the band played ‘‘Dixie,” 
when Mr. Cobb’s superb speech had been 
concluded. ‘ 

The scene was one that human lips re- 
fuse to describe. Old veterans, some 
maimed and crippled for life, young boys 
searcely able to lisp their father’s name, 
gathered around the young Georgian and 
for fifteen minutes pandemonium prevailed.

UNDER THE ENEMY’S FIRE. 


A Soldier Rewarded for Unconscious 
Bravery in Battle. 


From The. Youth’s Companion, 

An old soldier, who had seen service for 
Many a year in the Crimea, India, (hina, 
Africa and Egypt, was asked one day ina 
London club whether he remembered the 
first time he was under fire. 

“Certainly,” he replied, ‘‘No soldier ever 
forgets that experience.” 

“Did vou feel like a hero at the time?” 

“No, indeed. It was in one of the great 
battles of the Crimea. I[ was a young offi- 
eer who had run out of the military school 
ahead of time to fill a vacancy. I had 
hardly becn in camp a week before the 
regiment was ordered to charge a Rus- 
sian batiery, which was posted in a com- 
manding position. We went forward on 
the gallop through a dense cloud of 
smoke, swooping down on the battery, sa- 
bered the artillerymen and captured the 
guns. We lost many of our men, but it 
Was a very brilliant charge. Yet there was 
at least one hussar who acknowledged 
himself to be a coward from beginning to 
end.”’ 

“Then you were terribly frightened by 
your first battle?’ 

“Yes, that is the truth. I went ahead 
with the others, but I was trembling with 
fear and excitement. I shut my eyes and 
made no attempt to guide my horse. I 
thought of my good mother at home, and 
wondered how 1 had ever been so foolish 
as to think of the army when there were 
comfortable professions like the ministry 
and the law which I might have followed. 

“The charge occupied only a few min- 
utes, but it seemed an endless time be- 
fore we were behind those murderous 
guns and had the cannoneers at our mer- 
cy. I was among the first to be with them, 
and | swaggered with my saber, while the 
horse rode down and kilied a gunner. But 
my heart was like a ball of ice. A greater 
coward never scrambled over an intrench- 
ment. All the time I was repeating texts 
from the Bible and sentences from the 
Lord's prayer and wishing myself thou- 
sands of miles away.’”’ 

The veteran taughed heartily over the 
reminiscence of his first battle. 

“The funniest part of it,” he added, 
“was that they considered it a great ex- 
ploit and insisted upon giving me a medal 
for my heroic and courageous conduct, 
when I was a white-faced, mean-spirited 
coward from first to last, and my horse did 
all the fighting for me, trampling the gun- 
ner under foot.” 

Probably the veteran exaggerated h's 
boyish trepidation and panic. He could 
have afforded to do so, for he was a sea- 
soned soldier. whose courage and even 
recklessness were well known, but he wes 
net far from the truth when he declared 
that no soldier ever felt like a hero when 
when he was first under fire.

State Schcol Commissioner G. R. Glenn 
and his assistant, Mr. W. J. Woodall, are 
endeavoring to ascertain how the printed 
questions used in the examination of col- 
ored school teachers in several counties got 
out prior to the time of the examination, 
The fact that there has been a leak some- 
where and that applicants have fraudulent- 
ly obtained possession of the questions was 
told of in The Constitution yesterday. 
stated, the questions 
examination of last Saturday 
of applicants for license to teach in this 
state, were obtained by some of the appli- 
cants before the day of the examination, 
but the questions did not get out as gene 

erally as has been intimated, Unusual pre- 
caution was observed by State School Com- 
missioner Glenn and his assistant, Mr. W. 
J. Woodall, in having ghe questions printed 
and in sending them out, that no opporcu- 
nity should be afforded for any one to get 
possession of them before the day intended. 

A result of their care is shown in the 
fact that the questions did not get out but 
in three counties: These were the coun- 
ties of Hancock, Talbot and Chattooga. In 
Hancock county all of the questions were 
obtained by several of the colored teachers; 
in Talbot. county one colored teacher had 
secured a copy of the gramnmiar questions, 
and in Chattooga county less than the 
whole set of questions was secured. 

In each of these counties the attempt at 
fraud was discovered by the county school 
commissioners. Those. attempting fraud 
were expelled from the examination rooms, 
and in no case will they ever be posnaed 
to teach in this state. 

The educational department was phomptly 
informed by wire on Saturday that the 
questions were out in the counties referred 
to and Commissioner Glenn and his assist- 
ant at once began to make investigations 
in order to discover how the questions were 
obtained. They are now diligentiy pur- 
suing these investigations and {ft is to be 
hoped that they will be abie to discover 
the guilty _parties.
